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THE LAMP ОЕ MAINTENANCE. 


The idea of a Lamp as the symbol of Toc H was first conceived in May, 1922, and was 
put before the membership in the Toc H Journat (Vol. 1, No. 1) in June; in December 
of the same year the first Lamps were lit by H.R.H. the Prince of Wales. The words of 
the "Ceremony of Light," used whenever the Lamp is lit, were—in part—already in use 
before any symbol was adopted. 


LAMPS OF BRANCHES. 


THe Bronze Lamr or MAINTENANCE 15 the symbol of a Branch of Toc H, bestowed 
when a Group (the probationary stage in the Toc H “family”) proves itself worthy of 
promotion to Branch status. Its shape is modelled on that of lamps in common household 
usc in the first centuries of the Christian cra, except that for the Sacred Monogram XP 
(Christos), often found upon their handles, the Double Cross, a part of the arms of the City 
of Ypres, is substituted. (See pages 33-46 of Roll.) 


SCHOOL LAMPS. 


Nincteen bronze Lamps, lit in 1922, were bestowed upon Schools with which Toc H 
was working. The number of Schools which co-operate with Toc H has since greatly 
increased, but the practice of granting them Lamps has not been continued and some of 
the Lamps given in 1922 have been handed back by the Schools which received them. 
Where they are still held, they are usually kept in the School Chapel and lighted on 
Armistice Day in memory of old boys who fell in the War. (See page 47.) 


“SILVER” LAMPS. 


A small number of special Lamps һауе been Іш for other than ordinary use in 
Branches. These arc, in most cases, finished in oxydised silver, but their material is the 
ordinary bronze, i.e., their intrinsic value, by intention, is scarcely greater than that of 
other Lamps. A list of these Lamps precedes the rest of the Roll. (See pages 23-31.) 


RUSHLIGHTS OF GROUPS. 


THe Коѕниснт, a replica in bronze of the old English domestic rushlight holder, 
with the Double Cross added, is the symbol of a Group (the probationary unit) of Toc H. 
This is bestowed without ceremony and is surrendered in exchange for a Lamp when the 
Group is promoted to Branch status. The Rushlight is used in the same way as the Lamp. 


THE GUARD OF THE LAMP. 


Since the beginning all matters regarding Lamps and Rushlights, such as the proper 
maintenance and use of them, the ceremonies connected with them, etc., have been in the 
charge of a committce of three, the “Guard of the Lamp.” There is now a Central Guard 
of the Lamp, a Guard for each of the Areas in Great Britain and for each of the Overseas 
sections of Toc H which has a properly authorised Council or Constitution of its own.

THE PRINCE'S LAMP. 


Name and Dedication: Tne Prince’s Lamp: ім MEMORY OF HIS FRIENDS. 


This, the first Lamp of all, was presented to Toc H by H.R.H. the Prince of Wales, апа first lit by 
him in the Guildhall, London, on December 15, 1922. It stands, perpetually burning on the tomb of 
Sir John Croke, one of the first Wardens of the Guild of St. Mary (founded 1465), im the Church of 
All Hallows, Barking-by-the-Tower, іп the City of London. It is now enshrined in the bronze-gilt and 
enamelled casket, decorated with the insignia of Toc H Branches and Houses, which was unveiled by 
the Prince of Wales on December 15, 1923. All new Lamps (except in Australia—see page 25) have 

hitherto been lit from it by the Patron.

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THE ГАМР ОЕ SOUTH AFRICA. 
Name: Tue SOUTH AFRICAN MEMORIAL Lamp. 


This Lamp (which is of bronze) was originally lit by H.R.H. the Prince of Wales in London on 
December 11, 1926, for the Transvaal. On Delville Wood Day, July 18, 1931, it was enshrined іп 
All Souls Memorial Chapel іп St. Mary's Cathedral, Johannesburg, as the Lamp of South Africa. It 
was used on November 2, 1931, to start the World Chatn of Light. 

On August 4, 1934, the Founder Padre unveiled a bronze canopy over the Lamp in memory of Padre 
H. B. Ellison ("Uncle Harry"), Hon. Chief Overseas Commissioner, pioneer of Toc H Southern Africa, 
who died on January 3, 1934. It is dedicated to “Алл. Evper Breturen who won the way to Peace by 
sacrifice. First among these stands Harry Bromrietp ELLison, in whom God's grace go He 
held nothing back to set this light of Christ's goodwill throughout this great land which he loved 

and served." 


Provincial Lamps. 


"Provincial Lamps" : On December 11, 1926, the Patron also lit Lamps for the other States of the 
South African Union, viz., Care Province West, Care Province East, NATAL, ORANGE Free STATE 
and also for Ruopesis. These were entrusted to the appropriate Provincial Executives in South Africa. 
The Southern African Council, since formed decided that these Lamps should be bestowed upon 
Branches in the respective States, and in 1933 East London Branch received the Lamp of Cape Province 

East and Livingstone Branch that of Rhodesia (see page 42). 


THE LAMP IN THE OLD HOUSE. 


Dedication: To the Glory of God and in memory of all the Elder Brethren who 
worshipped in Talbot House. 


This bronze Lamp was taken to Talbot House, Poperinghe, on December 5, 1930, to be used that 
night in the Upper Room for starting the World Chain of Light. It was given in thanksgiving by the 
members of the party present at this event. It is kept on the upper landing, on the spot where the 
Carpenter's Bench first stood in December 1915, and is regularly used by parties on pilgrimage to the 

Old House (see page 21).

Dedication: То the Glory of God and in memory of Herpert James FLemING, C.M.G., 
C.F., who was Chaplain of the Royal Military Academy from 1911-1914 and 1918- 
1922, and died while watching the R.M.A. v. R.M.C. Rugby Football Match on 
17th December, 1926: This Lamp of Maintenance was presented to the Royal 
Army Chaplains Department by Toc H in proud thanksgiving for the life and 
example of Herbert Fleming, Honorary Administrative Padre, 1923-1926. It was 
lit in his memory at the Eleventh Birthday Festival of Toc H at Manchester by 
H.R.H. Edward, Prince of Wales, on 11th December, 1926, and dedicated in this 
Chapel by the Chaplain General to the Forces.

A FEW FACTS FOR NEW FRIENDS OF TOC H 


ORIGIN: Talbot House in war-time was "Everyman's Club” for officers and men irrespective of 
class or creed. It was opened in December, 1915, at Poperinghe, the nearest habitable town behind 
Ypres, by Padres Neville Talbot (now Vicar of St. Mary’s, Nottingham) and Philip Clayton (""Tubby," 
now Vicar of All Hallows-by-the-Tower). In 1929, by the far-secing generosity of Lord Wakefield, 
Talbot House came once again into the keeping of Toc H, to be a place of pilgrimage and training 


for ever. 


BASIS: From the first Toc H has tried to be a family, whose members—whether attached to 
any Christian denomination or not—endeavour to live their lives according to Christian principles and 
“ғо challenge their generation to seek in all things the mind of Christ. 


RE-BIRTH: Toc H was started again on a modest scale in. 1919-1920 by Tubby and a band of 
survivors of the Ypres Salient. Its first aim was to recapture the War's spirit of. comradeship in 
common service, and to pass it on to the younger generation for the greater task of peace. Two years 
from this beginning, the tiny experiment had been repeated throughout the length of England, and 
within five it had girdled the earth and overkapt the bounds of British race. Yet its membership is 
still comparatively small, for Toc H is no mass movement, but an intimate and personal way of life 
spread from man to man by individual example. 


ORGANISATION: One or more keen “pivotal” men in a district collect others round them 
and form a small tentative Group. This Group, in course of time and after a real test of stability, 
unity and work, may become a Branch, which is granted a Lamp of Maintenance as a symbol of its 
trust and responsibility, to be lit with a simple ceremony at all mectings. In certain cities, a team of 
members live together in a House, or “Mark,” the visible embodiment of Talbot House and a centre 
of effort in the area (e.g., Mark XI, 44, Princess Road, Leicester). 


OBJECTS: The ideas underlying Тос HI аге as old as history—Fellowship and Service. Each 
member in Toc H pledges himself to Fellowship with other men and to the service of those less 
fortunate than he. Its members are drawn [rom all ranks of society, from all Christian denomina- 
tions, all schools of thought and political parties, for it is not primarily an ex-Service socicty, but a Club 
for Everyman, in which youth now takes the greater part. 


FELLOWSHIP: This is fostered by the corporate life of the Branches, Groups and Marks of 
Toc H, by their weekly meetings, and more especially by their frequent Guest-Nights, when members 
may introduce friends and all men are equally welcome into the Family circle. 


SERVICE: The voluntary service of Toc H members flows in three main streams: (а) Individual 
help and care to the sick, the disabled, the blind, the deaf and dumb, the lonely, the down-and-out, and 
all needing friendship and encouragement; (2) Leadership and comradeship of boys and younger men 
in clubs, camps, classes and Scout Troops; (c) Corporate jobs of many kinds as the Кесп spare-time 
work of Branch or Group—installing wireless for hospitals, making playgrounds for children, ог pro- 
viding Hostel accommodation for poor boys. Social Service of all these kinds is directed in each 
place Бу a voluntary Jobmaster. Toc H іп no way competes with existing organisations; it encourages 
and trains its members to help them. 


MEMBERSHIP: All men, from the age of 16 upwards, who are in sympathy with its aims and 
objects, are eligible for membership іп Toc H. Candidates are required to Bi up a form of applica- 
tion, to be proposed and seconded by members, and to undergo a period of probation, varying in 
length according to circumstances, but it is recommended that they first make themselves known to 
their local unit, where they will be welcomed as enquiring friends into the life of the Branch or Group. 
The minimum annual subscription is 2s. 6d. for ordinary members.
